On page 1 of the August 15 , 1965# issue of 
TTie Miami Herald*', daily Miami newspaper, an article 
reflected that on August 14, 1965 , KING, while enroute to 
Puerto Rico to address a religious convention, stated the 

Angeles riots were ”ahSolutely wrong, socially detestable, 
and self-defeating”. 

According to the article, KING later stated at San 
Juan that he favored use of the full force of the police 
power to quell the situation in Los Angeles. 

KINO added that he hoped the riots would not 
spread,but due to joblessness and housing conditions, every 
northern community is a potential powderkeg. 

On pages 1 and 2A of the August I 6 , I 965 , issue 
of "The Miami Herald”, an article reflected KING stated, 
upon his arrival in Miami from Puerto Rico, that within 
the next few* days he will go to Los Angeles to help restore 
Negro leadership in that riot-tom community. 

KING stated he had been in constant touch with 
Negro leaders in Los Angeles since the rioting erupted 
Wednesday niglit. 

According to KING, the trouble in Los Angeles 
resulted from the lack of a vibrant, non-violent program 
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RE; KARTIJi Kif.'a, 




that gives oppressed people a chance to vent their 
fury without violence. KIN3 said he la honestly 
compelled to admit that discontent Is so deep and 
widespread that he feared other outbursts. 

KING said the Negro rioting will not delay 
his plans to write both sides of the Viet Nam conflict 
in hopes of bringing about a settlement. 

He scoffed at a Republican Congressman’s 
proposal that he stay at home and help put down the 
Negro riots Instead of embarking on a peace mission 
to North Viet Nam. 

KING said he had no desire or intention 
to negotiate but ”the orgy of bloodshed” In Viet Neun 
poses a threat to world survival and It is the proper 
concern of ”a minister of the Gospel and an American 
citizen.”

Jr EDGAR HOOVER TESTIFIES 

The Communist Party is making a particular effort to find 
means “to exploit the militant forces of the Negro civil ri^ts 
movement,” FBI Director J. Edgar Hoover has told Congress, 
and a “communist influence” exists in it. 

Mr. Hoover said that the approximately 20 million Negroes 
in Ac U. S. “today constitute Ae largest and most important 
racial target of Ae Communist Party. 

**The^ infiltration, exploitation, and control of Ae Negro 
population has long been a party goal. . . , 

“In Ais drive, Negroes have, over Ae years, been subjected 
to intensive and extensive Communist agitation and propaganda. 

“The Communist Party has always depicted itself to Negroes 
M Ac champion of social protest and Ae leader in Ae struggle 
for racial equality.”* 

“The number of Communist Party recruiU which may be 
attracted from Ae large Negro racial group in Ais Naticm is 
not Ae important Aing. The old Communist principle s till 
^Ids: ‘Communism must be built wiA non-Communist hands.* 
We do know that Communist influence does exist in Ae 
Negro movement and it is Ais influence which is vitally im¬ 
portant. It can be Ae means Arough which large masses are 
cau^ to lose perspective on Ae issues involved and, wiAout 
realixing it, succumb to Ae party*s propaganda lures.”^ 
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In view of ihe fact that Communist influence in the Civil 
Rights movement CAN caus«- loss of pcrsp<-clive, it would Bccm 
that those Negro leaders who are sincerely interested in help¬ 
ing their people attain their Constitutional rights would never 
seek out nor accept any lyp<‘ of assistance from the Commu¬ 
nists, since there most certainly would subversive strings 
attached to this assistance. Communists simply will not support 
any group or movement which they cannot control or influence 
to a suhslanlial degree*. The National As.sociation for the 
Advancement of Colored People is a cas*' in point. 

NAACP 

Of the five founders of the NAACP. only one was a NVgro. 
He was an identified Communist—. E- B. DuBois. In 1958, 
J- B. Matthews, an exp^Tt on Communist infiltration, stated: 
“Listed on the current letterheads of the NA.ACP are the nam<*s 
of 256 different national offieers. One hundred forty-five (or 
more than 61 p<*r cent) of th«'s<‘ indi\idua]s have lK*en involved, 
in one way or anoth<T. with Communist enterprises, for a grand 
total of 2.200 affiliations of public record."^ 

The files of the House Committee on I n-Anterican Arti\itii-s 
reveal records of affiliation with or participation in Communist. 
Communist-front, fellow-iraxeling or subversive organizations 
or activities on the part of the following past and pres<*nf offi¬ 
cials of the NAACP—the Pr<*sident. the Chairman of the Board, 
the “Honorary Chairman.** 11 of 28 V^iee-Presidents. the Treas¬ 
urer, 28 of 47 Directors, the Chairman of the National l>«'gal 
Committee, the Executive S<Tretary. the Sp<*cial Counwl. the 
Assistant Special Counsi'l. the .Southeast Regional S«-rretarv. 
the \Sest Coast S<*cretary. the Director of the T^ashinglon Bur¬ 
eau, the Director of Public Bt^lations and two Field S’cretaries. 
The transcript of this evidence numbers 121 pages of single- 
spaced, typewritten copy. 

HOIX* have the Communists so successfully infiltrated the 
-ivil group::? On July !1, ^^^3. ‘h" Commonist P»rtv, 

USA, issued secret orders to its members to get in on the 
August 28th Negro March on ashington.® 

Additionally. . . the Communist Party. USA. is now stmd- 
ing specialized Communi.sts to attempt infiltration into the local 
branches of the .Negro civil rights organizations. It is attempt¬ 
ing to get its people in on hKal demonstrations. It is putting a 
major emphasis on new groups led by young and inexjH-ric’need 
leaders. 

“These Communists are ‘8l«*ep<‘rs,* They ha\4’ In^-n instniried 
to keep their party memher.ship and Comiminisi sym(>uthies 
secret from the public and from the NegriM-s they an* \olur»lerr- 
ing to work with. Thes<* infiltrators lia\e lM-«n insinicted n<»t 
to take overly prominent roh-s in civil rights d<*nionstrations. 
nor to openly push violence, for fear they’ll !»«• investigated and 
their Communist identity l»ecom<- known. 

“This grassroots ain-mpl to infiltrate the civil rights movi*- 
ment is currently, at least, one of tin- major arti\ities of the 
Communist Party. I SA. It is part of a longstanding Commu¬ 
nist aim of winning over Negnu s.”*" 

How can honest, responsible news coverage of racial agitation 
treat as insignificant th«’ major factor of suhversiv*- influence? 
Former Communist. Manning john.Min gave a elite: 

. . lhf‘ media of public information is far front frit* of 
Communists and fellow-travelers wlut o|)<‘rat(‘ under the gui.se 
of liberalism. They are ready at all limes to dv» an effective 
smear job. Among th<‘se red tcxils may he found edil<irial 
writers. c<»lumnists. news commentators, and analysts, in lh»* 
pn^ss, radio, and television. They go ovt^rhoard in giving top 
news coverage to radical incidents, fomented by tli<- leftists, and 
? also those incidents that are interpreted so as to show ‘biased’ 
attitudes of whites against Negrws.”**

BAYARD RUSTIN 

I* V25 Bayard Rustin. the deputy of the August. 196.3. Marrh 
on ’R ashington. whom Martin Luther King. Jr. called “a hril- 
liant. efficient and dedicated organizer'"’ and one of the best 
and most p<-rsuasive interpreters <d non-violence.”**’ 

Rustin admits to having h<“<’n a Communist.'" an active mem- 
lM*r <»f the ^ oung Cf>mmunist {.eagiie from which he resigned, 
he says, in 19)1. Also in the early 1910'.s. he serv«*d as Field 
S<*<‘n'lary to CORF, and was race re]ati<m.s dirt^ctor of the Fel- 
low.ship of R«-eonri]iation fn>m 1913-53.'“ He is a confirmed 
piaeifisl. eotning s|K'rifiraii\ to the Negro cause via his work in 
IH-I.alf of the W ar R«*sister s |,,<'ague. a pKieifist organization.*^ 
He wjv a r-ons< ientioiis objector in Vl’orld \l'ar II. which led 
to a 28 f non I h |»ris4*n l<Tm. on tin* charge that he violated the 
ei\il M-rvue law by failing to rt’jxvrt fi>r “work of national im¬ 
portance to w'hi<*h <‘onsri»*nlious ohjeetors wen* assigned when 
deferred fnuii tile draft.^' 

In 1917, h<‘ made a trip to India (ostensibly lo study “pas- 
siv<* ri’sisiance”). He iMTame .MTHctary of the \^ar Resisler’s 
l..«-agne in 1952. for which he still w(»rks.“' In 1953, he travel- 
Ie<l extensively in Africa, where he has taken part in several

Mr. Rustin organized a prayer pilgrimage in Washington in 
1957,^ and it wa.s during this period that he not only attended 
the 16th National Convention of the Communist Party as an 
“observer.”^ but also found lime to serve as secretary to Martin 
Luther King, Jr.^‘ (Rustin was King's secretary for five years 
from 1955-19(>0. and claimed to have helpi'd form the Southern 
Christian Leadership Conference.^)* In 1958, he reportedly 
travelled to the Soviet l.nion to participate in a Communist 
propaganda show under the “Non-violent Action Committee 
Again Nuclear \SVap«ns.’’ On his return, Rustin organized 
Martin Luther King's 1958 march in \l'ashington, which the 
Worker called a Communist project,^ In 1959, a second youth 
march in Washington was organized hy Rustin, which, like the 
one in 1958, was staged to support school integration.^ As 
recently as 1962. he was still active in the General Strike for 
Peace Program.*^ In 1963, he not only opened an office for the

but also organized the massive March on Washington. 

On February 3,1964, he attended a private cocktail party at the 
Soviet UN mission. Barely two weel^ later, he was advertised 
as a speaker at a rall> sponsored by the pro-Communist Emer¬ 
gency Committee for Disaster Relief to Cuba.®. As of January 
5, 1964, he still belonged to organizations that serve, in the 
opinion of astute observers, specifically Communist causes, for 
instance, the Medical Aid to Cuba Committee.® Additionally, 
he has worked closely often as an oflSce holder, with: the World 
Peace Brigade, “Liberation” magazine, the Monroe (N. C.) 
Defense Committee, the Committee for Non-violent Action, the 
Committee to Defend Martin Luther King. Jr., and the Green¬ 
wich Village Peace Center.® He has posed with Kwame Nkru- 
mah, his “friend,”3* who is Communist leader of Ghana; pro¬ 
tested French atomic development, and apologized to the Japa¬ 
nese for U. S. atomic testing.® No less important than all this 
is his arrest and conviction on a homosexual offense in CoU- 
fornia in 1953! (See above.)

HUNTER PiTTS OV.«.L 

Another of Dr. King’s dose associates who was formerly with 
the Southern' Christian Leadership Conference has an even 
more indictable record of Communist affiliations. Hunter Pitts 
O’Dell has been identified under oath as a Communist and has 
pleaded the 5th Amendment before two Congressional com¬ 
mittees investigating Communist Party activities.^ \ 

O’Dell first came to Dr. King late in 1960, after worlunjj^for 
the Bronx Citizens’ Committee for Kennedy.* As of November, 
1961, Hunter Pitts O’Dell (who also us^ the alias Jack H. 
O’Dell) was listed among those elected to the National Com¬ 
mittee of the Communist Party of the USA, according to the 
1%2 two-volume study entitled Structure und OrganLuUion of 
the Communist Party of the United States, published by the 
House Committee on Un-American Activities. 

“In 1962, O'Dell was an organizer of a ’Freedom Rally’ in 
Macon. (Georgia, at which King was the announced speaker. 
O’Dell also attended the Southern Christian Leadership Con¬ 
ference’s civil rights school in Dorchester, (Georgia, in 1962. 
On erne occasion in December, 1962, and on three occasions in 
January, 196.3, O’Dell registered at the Waluhaje apartments 
in Atlanta, Georgia, as a representative of the SCLC. In Janu¬ 
ary, 1963, O'Dell, King, and other officials of the SCLC flew 
together to Savannah on a Della Air Lines {dane and the ex¬ 
penses for at least one of O’Dell’s trips to Atlanta were paid by 
the ^LC.”57 

O’Dell was still reported to be working in the New York 
office of Dr. King’s Southern Christian Leadership Conference 
as late as July 26. 1963.^

(^n it truthfully be said, then, that Dr. King is absolutely 
free of Communist influence? Is his statement that “there are 
as many Ck>mmunists in the freedom movement as there are 
eskimos in Florida’’ entirely accurate? 

A photograph taken at the 6th Annua) Conference of King’s 
Southern Christian Leadership (Conference in Birmingham, Aia- 
Lama, September 25-28, 1962, pictured Dr. King with Carl and 
Anne Braden, and James Dombrowski, all three identified 
under oath as Communists. Carl Braden, who is Field Secre¬ 
tary of the Southern Conference Educational Fund, and his wife 
were part of the notorious Louisville Seven, who purchased a 
house in an all-white neighl>orbood in that city, sold it to a 
Negro family, and then dynamited it to stir up racial trouble.* 
Dombrowski, as previously mentioned, served on the faculty of 
the Highlander Folk School, where the Rev. Andrew Young, 
Program Director of the Southern Christian Leadership Con¬ 
ference, received training. And, the Rev. Fred Shutdesworth, 
National Secretary of Dr. King’s SCLC, also happens to be the 
new President of the Southern ([inference Educational Fund, 
which has been identified by both House and Senate committees 
as a major Communist organ in the South. Additionally, when 
King promoted the demonstrations in Birmingham in the sum¬ 
mer of 1963, his chief of stafiT was then Wyatt T. Walker, who 
is presently editorial advisor to the Progressive Labor Move¬ 
ment, which has been described by J. Edgar Hoover as a 
Marxist-Leninist group fdUowing the more violent Chinese 
Communist line. 

Joseph Alsop, columnist for the Washington Post, in an arti¬ 
cle published in that paper on April 15, 1964, wrote: “Official 
warnings have been given to King about another, even more 
important figure in the covert apparatus of the C!k>mmuni$t 
Party. After the warnings. King broke off his open connections 
with the man, but a second-hand connection nonetheless con¬ 
tinues . . .” 

Are we to believe that such associations have NOT influenced 
Dr. King? Then witness: He was among those sponsoring an 
appeal to the President urging either a new trial or a grant of

demcncy for Morton ^bell, who was convicted of spying.* 
He has publicly urged the admission of Red China into the 
UN.^‘ He signed a petition urging a suspension or reduction 
of the sentence of Junius Scales, a Communist who had been 
sentenced to six years under the Smith Act.* Dr. King was also 
among 350 signers directing a petition to the 87th (ingress to 
abolish the House Committee on Un-American Activities,* and 
he helped to initiate a petition to President Kennedy denounc¬ 
ing the House Committee on Un-American Activities, the Sen¬ 
ate Internal Security Sub-committee and various Southern state 
Committees modeled after them.* 

Both by his associations and by his actions. Dr. King has 
indicted himself.* He has betrayed the trust of a legitimately 
aggrieved people by allowing himself and the cause he espouses 
to play directly into the hands of subversive elements. Rather 
than attempting to remove known Communists and fellow- 
travellers from the organizations he leads, he has gone so far 
as to use the mailing list of the National Guardian'^ to solicit 
funds for the Southern Christian Leadership (Onference! Why? 
Other minority groups have achieved advancement without en¬ 
dangering the nation hy using all of the deplorable tactics and 
deceit of the Communist Party—or supporting its strategy. 

THE FUTURE —WHICH WAY? 

When Jamt*s Hood, the first Negro male to enroO at the Uni¬ 
versity of Alabama, stated, “Why doesn’t the Negro race wake 
up and go about this thing in a more intelligent way? . . . 
Who benefits from the conflict, the Negro masses or the Negro 
leaders? . . . There roust be some more positive way of achiev¬ 
ing first-class citizenship, a way without violence or protests 
. . he echoed the beliefs of two revered Negro Americans, 
George Washington Carver and Booker T. Washington. Both 
these men possessed a deep and abiding pride of race and had 
a firm belief in the ability of their people to rise above their 
past and eventually stand on an equal plane with all other 
races. Equality was to them not just a catch-word, but a living 
thing to be achieved only by demonstrated ability. By their 
own examples, they showed How their goals for their people 
could be achieved. But understanding and tcflerance of the 
Negro’s desire for improved status wiU never he achieved by 
following the deceitful Ckimmunist program of “civil rights.^ 
Only when enough Americans realize that the overwhelming 
proportion of “civil rights” agiution is manipulated from be¬ 
hind the scenes ky Communists, Communist symj^thizers, or 
fellow travellers, can we truly approach the problems of minor¬ 
ity groups constructively. Then, we can also achieve real prog¬ 
ress on a voluntary basis.

I instructed him to have 
the sources of the Atlanta Office contacted immediately in an effort to 
determine whether King was in fact going to los Angeles and, if so, when / 
be would make the trip. 


At approximately 1:30 p.m. Security Supervisor _ 

of our Atlanta Office called and advised that it had been defS'l'mine 
King is currently staying at the International Hotel, Miami, Florida. 

King reportedly said his local people in Los Angeles want him to come out 
there. He said he believed he should go. However, bis advisors in the L Tfc 
Southern Christian Leadership Conferenc^tried to persuade him not to 
make the trip. Security Supervisorsaid at this moment it is not 
clear whether King will go to Los Arffllii* He said the Atlanta Office would 
follow this matter very closely and keep the Bureau advised concerning 
King's ultimate decision.

These publics linns carry a 
picture of Dr. Martin Luther 
King seated beside Mytes 
Morton. Highlander director 
in a classroom at Highlander. 

The caption on the picture 
reads: 

LytK«r iCfMn ■# 

Comntunist training scheoi.** 

Ten years after the picture 
vras taken Horton can laugh 
about the Communist caption. 

“Highlander wasn't Com¬ 
munist then, it never has 
besn,” said Horton during a 
recent visit to NethvUle whers 
ho attended the Race Rals- 
tions Instituts at Fisk Univar- 
aity. 

*^he Citizens Council knows 
that too," he added. 

Morton was and Is a man 
who involved himself is the 
labor movement and in the 
civil rights movement—some- 
times when he wasn’t wanted. 


Denies Reports 


Back in the early 1950's there 
were reports circulated among 
some liberal groups that Hor¬ 
ton wss admitting FBI men 
and McCarthy committer In¬ 
vestigators to Highlander tn 
y-si^ them to spy on Com- 
fnunisf«. ' 


Horton, who denied this at 
tho timo. says today: “Whilo 
tho Citizens council knows we 
weren’t Communist, tho doc¬ 
trinaire liberal must have 
knewn we would net have used 
eur facilities to train prefas- 
aienal govarnmant spits. 

Off and on during lha years 
Various charges were aimed 
at Highlander and Horton, 
who now runs a successor 
Bcbool at Knoxville. A 1959 
■ t a t e legislative committee 
hearing took a look at High¬ 
lander—and that probe left the 
impression that Horton was an 
op^rtunlst but not a com¬ 
munist. 

On three occMions during 
Its SO-year existence. In 1936, 
1947 and again in 1960—^this 
reporter visited Highlander. 

What went on there cer- 
iiiniy might have been nn- 
uisual to the mountain folks 
who lived nearby. For one 
thing, there were Integrated 
meetings—whites and Negroes 
attending seminars together, 
singing together, square danc¬ 
ing together, their children 
awlmming together in the lake 

There wee* lectures and 
round table discussions. The 
talk may have drifted ever the 
heads of the farmers and 
miners, seme of whom 
brought their children to the 
kindergarten Horton operated. 
Thera was talk of govarnmant 
and politics, labor varsua capi¬ 
talism; socialism varsus fas- 
•iam. 

Ver>- early It was a place 
where some labor unions sent 
some of their officials lo dis¬ 
cuss their problems. Still later 
the emphasis moved to civil 
rights, as opposed In 

flelde of labor.

Not Un-American 

Certainly there wais the dis¬ 
content of the working cless 
expreesed In the ISSO'a by 
re^eeentatlves of organized 
labor who represented men 
struggling out of the depres- 
aioD just as in the 1960's there 
w'as discontent expressed by 
Negroes who were beginning 
to struggle for equal rights 

But there was n a v a r tha 
fealing that this was eubvar- 
aiva or un-American, evan 
when seme ideas which 
seemed imprsctieel. hair¬ 
brained or half-baked were of¬ 
fered. 

Mu< h of ihe thinking and 
talking si srminsr* end st 
informal discussion* arnund 
the dinner lahle centered nn 
the needs for an urban, indus¬ 
trial sociciy. Horton constant¬ 
ly tried to keep a light note 
on the conversation, but fre¬ 
quent Iv when he told stories 
that were supposed to be fun¬ 
ny he would forget the punch 
line. He was an incessant 
nanae drope.r. talking of some 
association he was supposed 
to have had w-lth WaHer Reu- 
ther. Reinhold Niebuhr, Mrs- 
Reosevalt or James Carey. 

There was a good deal of 
singing—songa like “Solidarity 
p^Mver” and “Picket Une 
Blues” and “Samuel Hall.” 
Later such songs as 
Shall Overcome" atTd “Free- 
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dom^be^Lxn* f«>vorftcm u tfa» 
rtltpitSSW switched to civil 
right*.

That sale cam# after a 
Grundy county jury found th* 
school "guilty" of bsing a ds- 
aogragatad institution In da- I 
fiance of state laws, and rttltd 
Horton was guilty of running 
tha achool for his parsonai 
gain and guilty also of selling 
baar without a licanaa- Com¬ 
munism was not invetvad in 
tho Jury's vardiet. 

A circuit judge, on the bdsis 
of three findings b\' the jury’ 
ordeted the school's charier 
revoked. The Tennessee Su¬ 
preme Court upheld the judge 
on (he grounds of operating 
for personal gain and selling 
brer — but threw out the aed^ 
rrgatlon cou nt In Oct ober, 
196J the U.S. Supreme f^ourt 
refused t o hear an appeal oe 
review the case. 


No QueyHon 

There w’as never any guea- 

tlon about Highlander ^ing 
an tntrr-racial achaol. And 
there was never any problem 
either about getting 4 drink 
of beer. 

Tha school was tacatad in • 
ramoto. if not privata. part of 
th# county. It was just twalva 
milas from Tracy City — about 
thraa fourths of tha way to 
Mentaagla by Highway 9 $. a | 
right' turn up a country lano 
and on about a mila to ftum- 
marfiald. 

Bummerfield, before High- 
Under started in 1832 and aft¬ 
er it left in 1862. was just a 
little rural community like 
Aliardt and Rugby and Pleas¬ 
ant Hill — other Cumberland 
plateau towns.

Proud of Kindergarten 

Horton was proud of tha 
kindergarten at Highlander, 
It was for those under 8 yaare 
old, not unlike toda^'a O^ra- 
tion Headstart. 

Ha boasted to visitors about 
the kindartiartan as ho did 
about tho weathor. It was 
otaffed. ha claimad, by tha 
nation's top Inatruetora, vaca¬ 
tioning at Highlandar and 
paying thole own way, THoy 
wars, ho said, rogular elaff 
mambare of tho notion'o moat 
famous kindorgarton, tho 
Chaso School. 

There were other Horton 
boasts in addition to waattaar 
and kindergarten. Ha maio- 
tained his school had dono a 
better Job them the labor movo- 
ment in training Ubor Isadora. 
And probably becauaa of this 
erlticiem of Ubor ha was 
agueezed down to two or tbreo 
minutes on a atale CTO con¬ 
vention program, a state Ubor 
federation meeting and a rail¬ 
road brotherhood’s program. 
This was in the late Fertiee.

He did not smile at the re¬ 
collection of Horton’s famous 
warm-up introduction to Hiph- 
Under for visitors. Often, he 
said, it w’as a prelude to an 
appeal for donation.*. 

"Everybody wants to forget 
we had that mass up hars," 
tho businossman oaid. 

Horton ha* never denied 
that the school he ran was 
“different,” but he offor* to 
reporters vdto aak about the 
Communist charge the fact 
that when he applied for a 
passport to England in the

A Loud Griper 

During ihal very period 
Horton grjprd louder and 
more and more publicly as ho 
called attention in his school's 
"right to be heard" in labor 
circles. The more th* unions 
tried to ignore him, tba mor* 
he complained. 

Highlander was switching 
during this period from labor 
leadership training to integra¬ 
tion Uadorship training. Most 
af th* Tonnosso* uniena at tha 
tim*. took a dim view of com¬ 
bining tha two. Moat labor 
Uadert thought union daaog- 
rogation in tho South would 
wrock their organization. 

When Oongreasional eom- 
mlttee investigators plaead 
Horton on their grUl In tha 
following years aa though ho 
was a well known Communist 
Horton entered into a aamw 
firing contest with Investiga¬ 
tors. He nearly i«nlcked tha 
Eastland Committee’s N 
Orleans hearing in lflr>3. He 
was ejected from heerlng 
rooms for upsetting hearlnss, 
as a nuisance, and once as a 
disturber of the pears. 

This reporter questioned 
hint at a Tennes-see Ubor enr- 
vantion after the New Or- 
leans hearings.

Paul Crouch end H. E. Ross, 
were by this time making th* 
rounds of the confrreuionst

1n i hose ye* r* h« rd-eor* 
Communists were trying to io- 
filtrate the labor movement. 
Just as they are trying to 
infiltrate the civil right* 
movement today, and this 
may account for the presence 
of such known Communists at 
Crouch and Ross at High¬ 
lander. 

Today a revived Hijjhlandrr 
exists under a new name at 
Knoxville. It has under way 
training schools for civil 
rights worker.* and literacy 
courses at half a dozen sites 
across the South. And soon 
it will come up with a pro¬ 
gram lor Appalachian poverty 
areas.

Often Ihe crltlcl.«ms are ss 
Intemperate in style as they 
are Irrelevant to the subetan- 
tiv# Issue. A Chamber of Com¬ 
merce official falsely chsrarl- 
erizes the Citizens' Council as 
‘■clandestine,'’ and speaJts of 
"hooded Ku Klux Klanners’’ 
THE TENNESSEAN of June 13 
continued a front-page story 
about the Nashville billboards 
to Page b-A, where the con¬ 
tinuation lies under a photo¬ 
graph of a Klan group in 
Natchez, Miss. There Is no 
line between the picture of 
hooded men standing under 
one of the nationally distrib¬ 
uted billboards and the two- 
column head "Citizens' Coun¬ 
cil." which does not Inetnds 
the ufcual catch line, "contin¬ 
ued from page one." 

Ths offset is that Imcs is 
a photograph of the Citizsns' 
Council in Nashvills. Tsnn., 
whan H is actually s photo¬ 
graph of ths Klan In Nstchsz, 
Miss. This is sHhsr vary slop¬ 
py maks-up, or vary good. Be 
that as H may. ths Council 
and ths Klan havo no cen- 
noction wHh aach sthsr. If 
THE TENNESSEAN and tho 
Chamber of Commorco official 
tmagina that thair own obvi¬ 
ous imputation of guiH by as- 
aociation is msrsly paying ths 
Council in Hs own kind, thoy 
msy have fsilsd to rsflact 
that while ths Citizsns* Coun¬ 
cil has no control oyer who 
stands under one of its signs 
to be photographed. Martin 
Luther King certainly did 
have control over whothar ha 
want to a Communist training 
school or net. 

The Chamber of Conunercs 
man is as absurd as he is poni- 
poua when he deliver* the dic¬ 
tum, "No good can ever come 
from maligning a race through 
one of Ita leaders." Of eourse. 
4g. »hnw Merttn laitbsr King 
associating with a pcodomi- 


aantly white group is not to 
malign a race—certainly not 
tha Negro race. Incr^ibly, 
this spokesman for the Nash¬ 
ville prea business communi¬ 
ty, in affecting to deplore the 
creation of "111 will.” says that 
the Citizens’ Council billboarde 
remind him of the "era of ha¬ 
tred which existed In Dallas 
before President Kennedy's 
murder."

The 
basis of Anglo-Saxon Justice, 
the basis of the doctrine of 
freedom of the press, Is that 
citizens may judge of anfl from 
facts. 

If ths photograph of Martin 
Liuther King at Highlander 
were fake, ths billboards 
abould coma down. Since K ts 
genuine It should be studied 
for Ha meaning, not avoided 
with a shudder. If interprata- 
tloBs vary, let the disputa go 
on. Nothing is gained by fear¬ 
ful or obstinate silence. Mot 
even communism is more omi¬ 
nous for the future of Ameri¬ 
ca than the reluctance of lead¬ 
ers to fare facts. 


Imoge of Piety 


Not that it is pleasant to 
face all the facia about Dr. 
-Xiag. The man has an image 


I or piety, which it may seem 
j impious to deface. Pil FPI jht 
! rertor J. Edgar Hoover has a 
gaod Image too And either 
ICariln Luther King or J. 
gar Hoover la a liar. A hard 
choice, but we have to take 
One or the other. We can’t 
hava both. Mr. Hoover called 
Dr. Xing a liar. Therefore, if 
Dr. King is not a liar, Mr 
Hoover is one. Vice versa, if 
Mr. Hoover is not a liar, then 
Dr. King la one. Yes, It may be 
aald, but do we have to talk 
about it? Since not only our 
way of life but our lives may 
be at stake, we should. 

But It needs no blast from 
J. IDdgar Hoover to raise ques¬ 
tions about King's veracity. 
When ths biirboards first ap- 

K ared In Louisiana and Ala- 
ma, 3r. King was quoted by 
Ole Associated Press as saying 
of ths Highlander Polk School. 
*T spent exactly one hour 
there bsu:k in 195S. If I wss 
trained there It was mlghlv 
short training." That the visii 
aeems to have been In 1957 
father than 1958 is not linpor- 
tant, and there is no need to 
qutbble over the prohablllly 
that it lasted "exactly one 
hour" But several things about 
this statement are Important: 

Eirst. King does not denv 
that the Highlander Polk 

School ws« a Communi.<t 
training center. 

Second, what he does denv 
—which IS that he could have 
received a significant anaount 
of training in the short tima 
he was there—is aomething 
which the billboard never 
aaid. It says simply, "Martin 
Luther King at Communist 
Training School." Me could 
have been there not to receive 
training but to give it. Anoth¬ 
er photograph exists, as noted 
above, showing him at a sort 
of lectern. He could, of course, 
have given a significant lec¬ 
ture In an hour. 

Third—and most Important 
—the spirit of King's ostensi¬ 
bly facetious remark is totally 
misleading. However brief the 
time be spent at Monteagle, he 
has collaborated over a period 
of years with the Highlander 
institution. The following ap¬ 
peared in the New York 
Times of Feb. 23. 1960 under 
the by-line of Claude Sitlon: 

"Atlanta. Feb. 22 — The 
Southern Christian Leadership 
Conference and the Highland¬ 
er Folk School hava joined 
forces to train Negro leaders 
for the civil rights struggle. 
Ths program was disclosed 
hers by conference headquar- 
t«ra. The conferencs is made 
up of vsrious anti-segregation 

g -oups and is headed ^ the 
ev- Dr. Martin Luther King 
Jr. A conference spokesman 
aaid eleven Negroes bad Just 
completed a week’s training 
fourse at Highlsmder. Anoth¬ 
er class of fifteen or more 
srlll be held in about tw o 
weeks, hs said. TOeTnsmuiidn 




Dr. Medford Evmiu u a paid consaltant for 
the national office of the Citixens* Council. In 
this letter to THE NASHVILLE TENNESSEAN he 
defends the councirs billhoard attacks cm Mar* 
tin Luther King, and defends the policies td 
the council. t 
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ii situated in th* Cumberland 
Mountains near Monteatrle, 
Tenn,. between ChatlanooRS 
and Nashville. It U headed hy 
Mylee Horton and haa been in¬ 
volved In aeveraJ controver- 
ajra becauae of the political 
affiliation!* of peraona ct>n- 
nected with It." 

Then Time* reporter feitton 
»'ent on to *ay, "Some obsetv* 
er* said the affiliation of Pr. 
Kine> organization with 
Hirhiander raised aerious 
uuestiona of prestige for the 
conference. They contended 
that because of the delicacy of 
the racial problem and High¬ 
lander's controversial status, 
it would be difficult noa* for 
Southern whites of liberal or 
moderate persuasion to deal 
with the conference." The ac¬ 
curacy of this estimate of 
Southern whites of liberal or 
moderate persuasion may be 
questioned but there Is no 
question that Pr. King's aaso- 
elation with Highlander has 
not been a brief or trivial af¬ 
fair. 

The school at Monteagle 
was closed down shortly after 
the above dispatch appssu-ed, 
but acUvily continue from 
an address in Knoxville called 
"Highlander Center." An aP" 
peal for financial aupport 
signed by Myles Horton under 
date of May 15, 1963 apeaka 
poetically of "the Highlander 
idea like a Phoenix rising 
from the ashes," and claims 
as part of the Highlander pro¬ 
gram "the Citizenship gchoola 
BOW being spread throiighout 
the South by Dr. Martin L»u- 
ther King’s Southern Chris¬ 
tian Lieaderahip Conference 
and student civil rights or¬ 
ganizations." The letterhead 
earriss the name of ‘‘Rev. 
Martin Lather King Jr." as 
one of the "Highlander Spon¬ 
sors." 

Just hew dsrogatory ths 
Highlander asseciatien may 
be te Dr. King remains a mat¬ 
ter of opinion, but what ill sc- 
cerda with the saintly image 
of him is that ha himaatf 
should undertake to contract 
to one hour an aaaoeiation 
which On the roeerd is aprood 
over five ar six years, and te 
minimize the Importaneo of 
that aaaoeiation whon on tho 
roeord K invoivod colloboro- 
flMkn eha tOp OCholon OO 
policy and program. 


Back of all the controversy 
over Pr. King’s veracity, and 
back of the concern over the 
billboards, is the baaie ques¬ 
tion of the nature of hts rela¬ 
tionship with communism. Ths 
liberal attitude seems to br 
that this question must not 
be raised, much less answered. 
The thoughtful and informed 
citizen, however, cannot avoid 
raising it, Anthony Lewis 

? orted in the New York 
lines Nov. 20. 1964. "It was 
learned today that Mr. Hoover 
also had said during the in¬ 
terview"—in which he had 
called King the most notorious 
liar in the country—"that Dr. 
Xing had Communist connec* 
ttons." Mr. Hoover did not 
specify the connections, but It 
seems unlikely that he was 
making it all up, and some 
at King's Communist connec¬ 
tions can be specified from 
the public record.
